of the people. Leaders, honest, 
pable, courageous men, are necessary, 
just as necessary in a democracy as in 
other forms of government. The peo- 
ple must seek them out, must honor 
them, must give, if their honesty is 
proved, its confidence. But the whole’ 
people must continue to watch every- 
thing they do and never surrender its 
judgment, or its votes into their hands. 
It was said by them of old that eternal 
vigilance is the price of freedom. It 
is the price of other things also. It 
is the price of pure government and 
efficient government. 

“No citizen in a free country can 
escape or decline his responsibility for 
the conduct of his gevernment. He 
ought to respect the judgment of those 
whom he knows to be wiser than him- 
self. He must avoid the error of those 
‘cranks’ as you call them, who set the 
particular question in which they are 
most interested above the general lines 
of a sound national policy. But the 
history of free governments shows that 
when things go wrong, it is not so 
often from errors of judgment on the 
part of the people. as it it is from an 
excess of party spirit which has led 
them to follow blindly an unscrupu- 
lous. leader, or from an indifference 
and negligenc which has enabled un- 
scrupulous and selfish men to pursue 
thelr own advantage at the expense 
of the public good.

‘Monday the Council created places

There will be 
auch to keep them all busy during 
te summer,” said Dr. Powers yester- 
terday afternoon, “this branch of the 
th department service has been

CAR COMPANY LOSES, 
SEVEN THOUSAND DAMAGES. 


In the damage suit brought against 
the Pacific Electric Railway Company 
for the death of William A. Campbell, 
which yesterday resulted in a verdict 
of $7000 for the plaintiff, the question 
of how far the failure of the company 
to equip their cars with fenders as 
prescribed by the city ordinance, con- 
stitutes negligence, was discussed at 
length.
